The problem of municipal lia ­ 
bility insurance was brought to 
the com m ittee’s attention by the

Dec. 29 as Date 


tor Zone Hearing 


Supervisors Monday set 
De­ 
cember 29 at 2 p. m. as the 
date and time for a hearing on 
the proposal to restore zoning 
controls on 
the 1600 acres of 
land northwest of Palm Springs 
where 
Samuel 
Guiberson 
had 
planned to build a cement mill. 
The controls were Removed in 
1949. 
County planning commission, 
m eeting last week, recommended 
to the county board that controls 
he restored. Final decision rests 
in the hands of the supervisors. 


THE VOTE TO SET the h e ar­ 
ing date w as 4 to 1. Supervisor 
W illiam Jones cast the dissent­ 
ing vote. He said lie did not w ant 
a 
"lame duck” board to decide 
the issue. Term 
of Supervisor 
B. C. Barnes expires January 15 
and the action 
of supervisors 
Monday will enable him to vote 
on the issue. 
For that reason Jones voted 
“no.” 
He said the subject w as a very 
important one, and should not be 
decided by a "lame duck ses­ 
sion.” 


HE SAID the supervisors m ay 
get 
"m uch 
criticism” 
if they 
push through any m ajor action 
on the last meeting for one of 
the supervisors. He said the d e ­ 
cision would go better witli the 
citizens if it is made by the new 
board of supervisors after J a n u ­ 
ary 5. 
’’There 
is 
no 
reason 
for 
hurry," he said. 


HE RECALLED that a “lam e 
duck" 
b o a r d 
of 
supervisors 
pushed through controls legisla­ 
tion in connection with tin' ce­ 
ment plant late in 1948 and that 
the action w as disapproved at a 
special county-wide election in 
1949. 
Supervisor Irwin Hayden, who 
m ade the motion to set the h e a r­ 
ing. said he was one supervisor 
who "doesn’t give a d am n about 
criticism.” Ho said lie did w hat 
he thought right and let it go 
at that. 


LEWIS SAID that if Jones' o b ­ 
jection is valid the supervisors 
should deal with nothing im por­ 
tant after an election and before 
the seating of the victors. 
Barnes is understood to favor 
the replacing of controls on the 
land, which is owned in part by 
Samuel Guiberson, who proposes

"While we exoerience an in­ 
crease each Fall with the ad ­ 
vent of the Winter season, we 
were engulfed by the number 
of offenses reported,” Chief Kett­ 
m ann said, "In the past most 
reports cover losses from auto­ 
mobiles but in this case only 
seven of 30 were from cars, with 
the great 
majority from resi­ 
dences and hotels."

For some time now this writer has been objecting to the prac­ 
tice of the city council holding “informal” meetings, a notice of 
which is not given and to which the press is not invited. 
I 
have never questioned the good intentions or integrity of the 
councilmen. 
It is the practice to which 1 have objected. 
It 
makes the public suspicious— and they have a right to bo. 
Se­ 
crecy is the shield for corruption; it permits and even encourages 
public bodies to transact business which is not in the public 
interest. 
Other newspapers and some civic groups in California have 
been complaining about secret meetings of public bodies in 
recent months. 
Michael Harris, a reporter for the San Francisco 
Chronicle wrote a series of articles last spring in the Hay Area 
daily on “Your Secret Government,” in which he described how 
there were several secret meetings by public bodies in and 
around San Francisco. 
He cited a number of specific cases. 
H e defined a secret meeting of a public agency 
as one “of which the public is given no notice. 
Interest in the subject has risen to a point where a state law 
specifically covering the situation is under study by the assembly 
judiciary committee. 
The proposed legislation which was intro­ 
duced by Assemblyman Ralph Brown ol Modesto lias, as one 
of its primary purposes, the closing of loopholes now existing that 
permit secret meetings to be held by city councils, county super­ 
visors, irrigation district directors, school boards and similar 
bodies with legislative or quasi-legislative powers. 
When the 
judiciary committee conducted a hearing on the proposed law 
recently, none of the ten witnesses summoned objected to such 
a law, although some changes were proposed. 
Dean Lesher, publisher of the Merced Sun-Star said he favored 
the bill but believed it would do little good unless it had penalty 
provisions (not included in original draft). 
Reporter Harris, on 
the other hand, testified that he didn’t believe penalty provisions 
necessary. 
As to enforcement, Harris said, ’-ii a meeting is held 
in secrecy it would be illegal and have no status in law. 
As an example of some off-the-record meetings, Dan L. Beebe, 
publisher of the Oroville Mercurv, charged that Butte county 
supervisors had been wined and dined by an architect who led 
them through a series of secret gatherings at which they approved 
a million dollar program. He said that his newspaper’s reporter 
had to depend on chance remarks made at open meetings of 
the supervisors in order to get wind of actions that had been

taken in previous secret sessions. 
Richard Graves, executive director of the League of California 
Cities, told the judiciary committee that his organization sup­ 
ports the principle of open public meetings. He added the com-, 
ment that the members of hoards and councils that cause the 
most trouble in the matter of secret action aré the members with 
the least experience in public service. 
I 
Henry MacArthur. a veteran Sacramento correspondent, cited 
several instances at the state level where public hoards and com­ 
missions allegedly met in secrecy. He charged the state highway 
commission, the board of equalization, the bureau of milk con­ 
trol, unemployment insurance compensation hoard and the de­ 
partment of industrial relations with holding secret sessions. 
"After 30 years at newspapering.” MacArthur said, "I don t see 
it getting any better.” He said he thought the “Brown hill” good 
hut inadequate because it didn’t cover agencies at the state level 
or anything about public records. 
Jack Craemer, a newspaperman of San Rafael who is also 
chairman of the state newspaper association’s freedom of infor­ 
mation committee, said that a survey he conducted disclosed that 
in alMtut half of the communities of California the newspapers 
reported news suppression existed in some degree. 
Another witness at the hearing, Edward MeKnight, rosearen 
director for the Alameda count)’ Taxpayers association, said the 
county hoard of supervisors there gets around a ban on secret 
meetings by resolving itself into a committee of the whole and 
going behind locked doors. 
It shouldn't take the enactment of a state law to impress upon 
our Palm Springs city council and other public lxtdies in this 
county the wisdom of avoiding any secret meetings. I must admit 
that lack of public interest in some of the councilmanic sessions 
would make them almost a “secret" meeting were it not for press 
and radio representatives. Such apathy on the part of our resi­ 
dents is discouraging to a public official who is trying hard to 
serve his city. Ncvcr-thc-lcss, it is still the council's duty to keep 
all of their meetings open, specially to the press upon whom 
many local taxpayers— including those living outside the city 
—depend upon for information. 
As I base pointed out before, there is one phase of the sub­ 
ject which councilmen might easily overlook. They may arrive at 
a perfectly honest decision in some matter at an informal meet­ 
ing where it is discussed, if there is little open discussion at the 
next open meeting when the matter is voted upon, the public has 
no opportunity of knowing the attitude of the individual coun­ 
cil members. Advocates or opponents are led to believe that their 
views were not even given consideration although they actually 
were at the informal gathering. Decisions openly arrived at are 
best for all concerned.

m ake them work as traps, but 


the ancient lake could not have 
been large enough to have any 
tides.

they represent the 
remains of dwellings, but with 
so m any fine camp sites av ail­ 
able nearby, why would 
the 
builders choose a 30-degree slope 
on which to build their homes? 
To visit the old Fish Traps, 
take highway 99 to Valerie Jean 
corner in Thermal. Between the 
Shell Oil sta'ion 
and Vaierie 
Jean d a ‘e plant, turn south two 
miles. 
It is a good dirt road 
which turns right at the end. 
Turn with it and you will wind 
up at the Fish Traps.
